To have an 
ideal, a definite plan and work to It 
constitu te the only road to the heights.

Judge James Shaw, for many years 
a conspicuous figure in the legal and 
political circles of northern Illinois 
and who was speaker of the Illinois 
house of representatives in the thir­ 
teenth 
assembly, 
died 
Wednesday 
morning at 11 o’clock at his home at 
Mt. Carroll. Death was expected for 
many days, as he had been in failing 
health for several years. His mind 
gave w*ay under the strain of active 
duties and he has not left his home 
for over three months. After his re­ 
tirement from the circuit judgship 
of this district four years ago he has 
lived in practical seclusion from ac­ 
tive affairs and spent the balance of 
his days at his beautiful home. Judge 
Shaw acq uired a comfortable fortune 
and was the owner of considerable 
property in Carroll county. 
Judge Shaw 
was 
well 
known 
among the members of the legal pro­ 
fession and politicians of Dixon. He 
held court here many times after he 
was elected circuit judge and has fig­ 
ured in many of the campaigns, not 
alone in his own county but through­ 
out the state. 
He was born in Ireland May 3, 
18 32, and came to this country in in­ 
fancy. Coming to Illinois at an early 
day he located in Cass county and 
later studied law and graduated from 
Illinois college at Jacksonville. He 
finished reading law at Sterling, 
in 
Whiteside county. Forty-six years ago 
he located in Mt. Carroll and prac­ 
ticed his profession with great suc­ 
cess for many years. He held the of­ 
fice of assistant state geologist for 
three years and made a survey of 
many northern Illinois counties. 
Turning his attention to politics 
he was elected to the Illinois legisla­ 
ture in 18 7 0 and served in the 27 tb, 
28 th and 30th assemblies.

“Surely yo u kno w,” replied Brandes, 
but he was co mpelled to repeat the 
names. 
“Well, who else?” 
“The Swedish writers.” 
“Fot instance?” 
Brandes to ld him. 
“Next?” 
“The No rwegians.’* 
“Names, please.” 
With a sigh o f resignatio n Brandes 
went thio ugh the list. When he came 
to the name o f August Strindberg, Ib­ 
sen sprang up in a rage. 
"I will no t sign!” he exclaimed. 
“And why no t fo r heav en’s sake?” 
“He ridiculed my *No ra.' ” 
In v ain did Brandes striv e to explain 
that Strindberg’s ridicule had been di­ 
rected no t against ’No ra,’ but against 
so me silly wo men who had entirely 
misco nstrued Ibsen’s meaning. In v ain 
did he o ffer to dispo use with Strind­ 
berg’s signature. The o ld po et remain­ 
ed inflexible. The mere suggestio n o f 
Strindberg liad wo unded him so rely. 
The subscripUo u was abando ned. 
So me years later Brandes v isited Ib­ 
sen In Christiania, In the po et’s atudy 
o v er his desk hung a life size po rtrait 
o f Strindberg. 
“So yo u hav e fo rgiv en him,” said 
Brandes. 
“Wlu>m?” said Ibsen. 
He had fo rgo tten and co uld recall 
o nly after an effio rt the hatred that be 
had felt fo r the yo ung writer o nly a 
£ l» w years befo re.
